GOLD GOES ACROSS THE OCEAN. 


Steamship Companies Have Raised 
the Freight Rate. 

New York, May 5.—Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. will ship $500,000 gold through Baring, 
Magoun & Co. to Germany on Thursday. 
The principal steamship companies have 
raised the rates on gold freights 1-16 per 
cent. Formerly it cost 3.32 to ship $1,000,000 
as far as freights were concerned, it now 
costs 5.32. The effect of this is to raise 
the gold point by 5-16 per cent per pound, 
or 31 cents in the rate of exchange. 

Heidelbach, [ckelheimer & Co. will ship 
at least $1,000,000 gold to Europe on Thurs- 
day. The advance in the gold rate by 
the Hamburg line will not alter their 
plans,

Georgia Senators Succeed in Reinstating 
the Harbor Appropriation.

Washington, May i.—(Special.)—Senators 
Bacon and Gordon made a hard fight in 
the senate today for the reinstatement 
of the Savannah harbor apvropriation, 
stricken out by the senate committee. They 
didn’t get the entire appropriation rein- 
Stated, but they saved the Savannah har- 
bor proper, for which nearly $1,000,000 is ap- 
propriated.

Thegy Want the Battleships. 

The house today acted consistently with 
its action upon the Cuban resolutions. Be- 
ing warlike in temper it voted to prepare for 
war. It declined to accept the senate 
amendment to the naval bill cutting down 
the number of battleships to be construct- 
ed this year from four to two. Nearly all 
the democrats voted for only two ships, 
but the republicans were largely for four 
ships, and as usual, they won. 

For ‘Sixteen to One.” 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, 1s a sixteen 
to one free coinage man of the most pro- 
nounced type. He thinks of nothing else 
and will talk of nothing else. Everything 
with him must have-a sixteen to one ratio 
and he has gone so far as to carry it into 
his daughter’s marriage, which is fixed for 
May 16, at 1 o'clock. There are to be six- 
teen attending couples to the bridal couple 
and various other sixteen to one ratios are 
to be added to the ceremony. 

Tillman To Speak in Atlanta. 

senator Ben Tillman leaves Washington 
tomorrow for a southern oratoricai tour. 
lie speaks first at Pensacola, Fla., on Fri- 
day. Qn Monday he speaks in Gainesville. 
He may stop over in Valdosta, Ga., for a 
speech on Tuesday, though that is not cer- 
tain. On either Wednesday or Thursday 
of next week he will speak in Atlanta at 
the Sam Jones tabernacle. An invitation 
has been extended him by several promi- 
nent Atlantians. 

An Ambitious Negro. 

Perry Carson, the-Washington negro pol- 
itician, has announced his candidacy for 
the republican pres‘dential nomination. He 
says he w.li get the two votes from the 
District of Columbia—one his own—and 
four others. He boasts that he will be the 
Only negro ever voted for in a republican 
convention. 

Will Exceed Receipts. 

The appropriations of this congress for 
next yeer will exceed the receipts of th2 
government by something like $100,000,000, 
Ccergress has done nothing to raise -evenue. 
Therefore the Cleveland bond ‘systam of 
raising revenue will be necessary unless 
something is done. 

Serator Gorman proposes te offer an 
amendments to the fortifications bill author- 
izing the secretary of the treasury to meet 
any deficit in the public revenue by the is- 
sue of not .more than $1,000,000 of ijnterest- 
bearing certificates, redeemable at the 
pleasure of the government, in. place of 
He claims that the appropriations 
provided by the present congress 
for next year will exceed the revenues by 
nearly a hundred million dollars, and.that 
it is questionable if it is not unlawful for 
the -president to long-time bonds to 
meet the difference. He thinks it would hp 
wiser to issue low interest certificates, that 
may be redeemed at any time, or as soon as 
the revenues will justify. 

Of course the free coinage men will resist 
this prcposition, and it may stir up a debate 
which will keep congress in session a long 
time. Senator Gorman thinks it bad demo- 
cratic politics to allow congress to adjourn 
betore the national conventions, but the 
majority of democrats and nearly all the 
republicans want an early adjournment. 

Louisiana Contest. 

The chances are that an effort will be 
made to bring the contention in Louisiana 
befcre congress for an investigation. The 
Louisiana congressmen think the Pharr 
faction will attempt to set up a siate gov- 
ernment. Part of such a programme would 
be the assembling of a Pharr legislature 
and the election by it of a senator t9 suc- 
ceed Blanchard. The regular legislature 
will, of course, elect, and the senate would 
thus be called upon to decide between the 
two claimants. An investigation would fol- 
low and that, under Billy Chandler's steer- 
ing, would be extended to include the con- 
ditions of the recent elections in the state.

MORE THAN TWO BATTLESHIPS. 


The House Won't Have . the Senate 


Amendment. 

‘Washington, May 5—The resolution in- 
troduced yesterday by Mr. Pickler, of South 
Dakota, setting aside Wednesday, the 6th, 
“nd Wednesday, the 13th instants, for the 
consideration of the private pension bills 
which failed to pass for want of a quorum, 
Was presented by Mr. Henderson, of lowa, 
as an order today, from the committee on 
rules. Mr. Henderson stated that there 
were 405:private pension b.lls upon the cal- 
endar, and it was to get rid of these that 
the committee on rules proposed the or- 
der. 
Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, opposing the adop- 
tion of the order, said the general pension 
laws were very liberal. He criticsed the ac- 
tion of the invalid pension committee in 
reporting bills defining classes of pension- 
ers not included within the terms of the 
general law. It was intended, Mr. Crisp 
said, that the invalid pensions: committee 
should consider cases within the spirit of 
the federal law, but excluded by its letter. 
But it did not confine itself to that class, 
transcending, in his opinion, the powers 
conferred upon it. He had been informed 
that there 3,000 applicants before the com- 
mittee for pensions; and the cases of many 
of them had not been reported. As to the 
rule itself, Mr. Crisp said, it would not 
permit intelligent consideration of the bills 
—many of the reports made by the commit- 
tee could not be read in the five minutes 
allowed for the affirmative discussion of 
the bill. 

“Can it be possible,” he said, “‘that the 
committee has reported bills which it does 
not desire? I shall oppose the rule, and in 


so doing believe that I shall be doing my , 


duty as a representative.” 

Mr. Loud, of California, also opposed the 
order. He said he did not believe that even 
a bill to pension an old soldier was so sa- 
cred that it should not receive suitable 
consideration. It had been stated that 
there were 400 of these bills on the calen- 
dar. Mr. Loud said, in his. opinion, no 
committee in the time devoted to these bills 
could have properly investigated that num- 
ber. He thought the gentleman misap- 
prehended .the sentiment of the country 
in respect of this class of bills, and he 
should vote against the rule as he had 
voted against the resolution yesterday, 
because he believed it to be the right posi- 
tion for himself and the republican party 
to take. 

Mr. Mulick—W hat remedy would the gen- 
tleman propose to get rid of these bills? 

Mr. Loud—Oh, Mr. Speaker, 98 per cent of 
the bills, as I believe, are without merit. 
Let the committee confine itself to merito- 
rious cases, and ihere will be :0 irouble 
about disposing of them. 

Mr. Henderson, replying to Mr. Crisp, 
Said that that gentleman compluined that 
ten minutes was not sufficient time in 
*Why,’ Mr. Hen- 
derson asserted, with eharacteristic vigor, 
“if ten houfs were alloted to a bill there 
would be found democratic tongues, linked 
with gall and bitterness, to exhaust that 
time in talking against the bill. I remem- 
ber.’ he continued, “that the first time I 
crossed swords with the gentleman from 
Georgia, 
Our career in the same congress, it Was 
upon a bill to pension a private soldier, 
which he was doing his best to defeat. But 
he soon found that he was not at home in 
that field and gave over the werk of an- 
tagonizing the passage of these bills to the 
petty gatling guns on that side. I con- 
gTratulate him on his elevation, and leave 
those who have taken his place to make up 
from their own standpoint a conscience 
fund with which to settle with their crea- 
tor. One of the gentlemen on that side 
charged the republicans with having a sol- 
dier’s trust. In that respect, and in that 
only, I will coneede that the democratic 
members are consistent and conscientious 
anti-trustees.’’ 

Mr. Crisp responding, said the gentleman 
from Iowa had resorted to his old trick of 
setting up a man of straw, and then with 
a loud voice knocking him fGown. He had 
only called attention to the fact that the

But the gentleman from Iowa, Mr. Hender- 
son, Mr. Crisp said, had only faHen into 
his old habit, but he could’ not help it, and 
really did not mean anything by it. 

The resolution was then put to a vote 
and declared ecarried—vyeas 172,- navs 50.

Cincinnati, May 5.—(Special.)—There is 
but little doubt now that the number of 
fatalities resulting from the explosion. in 
Drach’s saloon last night will reach 
twenty. 

Seven are now dead, ten are known to be 
missing, and of the injured Mrs. Drach is 
lingering between life and death. 

The greatest horrags of the affair, it is 
feared, are vet to come. 

At noon today the building inspector, af- 
ter a close.inspection of the rear wall of 
the building, which was left standing, and 
of the walls of the building on either side 
of the ruins, pronounced them 
gerous and the authorities ordered the fire- 
men and police to leave the wreck. 

The rescue work will not be resumed until 
the walls are propped up and made ab- 
solutely safe. 

Only one-third of the debris had been re- 
moved and tons of it are still piled up 
over the rear of Fry's and Drach’s saloons, 
where were located tables and chairs for 
customers, and which were always occu- 
pied. ; 

C. Fred Andress, president of the <An- 
dress-Meara Wall Paper Company, was be- 
yond doubt one of the victims. Andress 
left the Fourth street establishment at 7:30 
o'clock last night. He stepped into Fry’s 
read the evening paper,.as was his daily 
custom. Ten ‘minutes later the explosion 
occurred. Andress has not appeared at his 
place of business today and his relatives 
are searching for some trace of him. John 
Bass, a barber who shaved Andress, saw 
him in Fry’s. Andress was forty-eight 
and unmarried. 

The firemen fear the worst. when Drach’s 
celler is reached. 

The entire contents of the saloon, includ- 
ing the people, was carried down and cov- 
ered with rweckage, while the second floor, 
itself intact, fell on top of. this, and the 


4 saloon ruins have not been r@ached.

Cries Under the Ruins. 

One of the many touching incidents that 
occurred while the firemen were strug- 
gling desperately to reach Felicia Drach 
and her mother, whom they could hear 
crying for help under the ruins, was when 
Assistant Fire Marshal Tom McAvory en- 
couraged his almost exhausted firemen to 
renewed efforts. Mrs. Drach had been 
taken out alive, but the little girl could not 
be reached. Her plaintive cries had .been 
heard after the mother was rescued, but as 
the minutes passed her voice grew weaker. 
McAvory stood and wept like a child while 
the imprisoned girl wailed and fiiremen 
gave way to sobs. “Go on, boys!’ ex- 
claimed McAvory. The voice was growing 
weaker and weaker. The firemen worked 
until the voice beneath was heard no 
longer. 

“She has gone to sleep, boys,’ shouted 
McAvory, “‘and we will get her out alive.’ 

At 4 o’clock in the morning the child was 
reached. There was but little rubbish on 
her and McAvory had correctly calculated 
that she was imprisoned in an open but 
narrow space. The 
borne to the street, a glass of water was 
thrown into her face and applied to her 
lips. : 

The firemen, who had crowded about, ex- 
pected the little one would wake up, but 
she did not. 

She was dead! The firemen wept again as 
they resumed digging. 

Workmen began tearing away the rear 
wall tonight and tomorrow the search may 
be continued.

When the engiiw 
Was recently put in place I tested it and it 
ran all right. The plant was for the elec- 
tric motor, which supplied the place with 
electric lights. The. plant was evidently 
considered complete Sunday night and some 
unskilled man probably attempted to start 
it Mcnday night. I think the explosion was 
caused by opening the valve which sup- 
plies the chamber where the gas is gener- 
ated, and allowing too much gasoline to 
run into it. When the light was applied to 
the gasoline for the purpose of generating 
the gas there was too much gasoline re- 
leased and instead of it generating gas 
and forcing air through the pipes leading 
from the engine to the big tank, the burn- 
ing gasoline followed the course of these 
pipes and reached the big tank where the 
gasoline was stored and the explosion fol- 
lowed.”’ 

No more work can be done until the wall 
to the north is torn down. The east wall 
is also in a dangerous condition. The wall 
to the south is undermined an dthis will 
have to be braced up. The south wall of 
the Koch building will have to be torn 
down. A gang of workmen was put on at 
once. 

The body of Mamie Kennedy has been 
found. Nine persons are still missing. 

One startling incident was the wrecking 
of a street car that was passing at the 
time. In the car were fifteen or twenty 
passengers, and when the crash came the 
vehicle was almost lifted from the track. 
The glass in the windows was shattered 
to bits and the rush of pasengers to escape 
was sométnhing terrible. Five or six of 
them were badly hurt, but how severely 
has not yet been made known 

R. A. Davis, general manager of the 
Columbus Carriage Company, of Hamilton, 
O., a young man recently married, was 
passing the place when the exalosion 
occurred. He was blown into the sireet 
and fell under a Newport, Ky., electric 
car, where he was crushed to death, The 
motorman was blown from the car and 
fatally hurt. 

The damage to property is estimated at 
$50,000, while that to life will not be®fully 
known until the ruins have been cleared 


away. — 


AN OIL STOVE. 
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Now Four Bodies Are Awaiting a 


Transfer to the Grave. 

Brooklyn, May 5.—Four persons lost their 
lives this morning in a small fire in the 
apartments of Mrs. Rebecca Cohen, on the 
third floor of a four-story brick building, 
234 Johnson avenue, this city. 

The dead are:

Mrs. Postarnek, 

Mrs. Cohen's two children, Karl, two 
years old, and Solomon, three years old. | 

The fire started shortly after 9 o'clock 
with the explosion of a snrall oil stove. 

Mrs. Cohen was standing near it and 
the burning oil ignited her clothing. Alarm- 
ed and frightened, she ran into the rooms 
occupied by Mrs. Postarnek. The latter 
made an effort to save Mrs. Cohen, but 
while doing so her own clothes caught 
fire. The women were found in the hall- 
way by the firemen and carried to the 
street, where they expired. 

When the firemen entered Cohen's rooms 
they found two boys lying on the floor 
with their clothes a mass of flames. 

The children were taken to St. Cath- 
erine’s hospital, where they died shortly 
after their, arrival. Two other persons, 
whose names could not be ascertained, 
were also burned and had to be taken to 
the hospital. The fire did a damage of $1,000

The street railway company directors had 
an interview with the mayor and asked 
him for protection to run their cars. They 
notified him that the city would be held 
responsible for all damage done to the com- 
pany’s property. 

There was serious trouble on Reed street 
on the south side this afternoon. 

A mob stopped a car and lifted it from 
the track*and the police had hard work to 
keep the crowd from smashing it. On the 
Twelfth street line a portion of the track 
was torn up and big stones rolled up- 
on it. 

A special meeting of the city council 
has been called for tonrorrow afternoon 
to consider the strike matter. A move- 
ment is on foot among business men to 
have a committee appointed from among 
the merchants and strikers to arbitrate a 
settlement, but the strikers fear the street 
railway and will not participate. 

The mayor issued a proclamation this af- 
ternoon asking the people to keep off 
the streets and to be quiet and orderly. 


STRIKE IN SAVANNAH 


ON THE WHARVES OF THE OCEAN 
STEAMSHIP COMYVANY. 


Prsident Comer Tired of the Way in 
Which the Laborers Worked 
When They Pleased. 


Savannah, Ga., May 5—(Special.)—There 
is quite a row in progress on the Ocean 
steamship wharves between the laborers 
and the officials. The officials have just 
decided to put on a permanent gang of 
100 men to be paid off every Saturday 
night, instead of employing all gangmen 
and truckers by the hour as has been done 
heretofore. Extra help when needed will 
also be employed by the hour. The mia, 


if anything, are able to make more wage, = 


under this arrangement than they were 
before. They are protesting, however, be- 
cause heretofore they have had the whole 
thing in their own hands, and a Man 
could take his ‘turn at working, then 
knock off and leaf for a while. 

The negroes are mad because this ar- 
rangement was broken. They want the 
old schedule, at so much an hour, s0 
they can work when they please and quit 
when they please. 

So far, only about fifty of the gang of 
10 have been secured, and there is quite 
a shortage of men on the wharf. 

The other laborers have struck. About 
1 or 10 .9f them published a card today 
saying they would not go back to work 
unless satisfactory arrangements were 
made. : 

Last night Friday Graham, one of the 
strikers, fired five shots into the gang 
of laborers as it was leaving the wharf, 
but no one was hit He is now in jail. 

President H. M. Comer insists that there 
will be no trouble on the wharves, and that 
he has ail the labor necessary for the 
business. 


KILLED Wit A PALING. 


A Young White Man of Thomasville 
Slain by a Negro. 


Thomasville, Ga, Mav 5.—(Spectal.}— 
Charles Platt, a voung white man, seven- 
tecn years old, died today from the effects 
of a blow on the head, received late Mon- 
day evening. Platt and a friend were 
driving up Washingtor street and met @ 
negro, Jack @harp. There were some 
words in regard to who 
right of way, ‘aad Platt and his friend 
jumped from the cart in which they were 
riding and started toward the negro. 

One of the young men had a billet of 
wood and the other a whip handle. Sharp 
jerked a paling off a fence and 
struck the nearest one, which was Platt, 
over the head. The negro then ran, and, 
although officers endeavored to capture 
him, he made good his escape. Thinking, 
however, that Platt was not dangerously. 
hurt, Sharp came in this. afternoon and 
surrendered to the sheriff. He does not 
know yet that Platt is dead.

THE LESSEES TALK 


It Is Not Certain That the Fines Imposed 
Will Be Paid. 


CASE MAY TAKE A NEW TURN 


Captain Lowe Says He Would Be Glad 
if the Lease Would Be 
Canceled. 


The cecision of Governor Atkinson in the 
convict lease system case nas excited wide- 
spread interest throughout the state. The 
fines that the chief executive has imposed 
on the lessees may work a radical change 
in the condition of convict labor in Georg a. 

There is only one punishment that can be 
inflicted pon the lessees if they refuse to 
pay the fine, as there is no higher curt to 
which the case can be taken. If these com- 
panies refuse to pay the fines the only re- 
course will be to cancel the lease, and this 
may ba the result for which the 
lessees are working. No positive informa- 
tion of this character has been received, yet 
interviews yestefday with the lessees living 
in Atlanta lends some weight to this the- 
ory. 
Captain Lowe Talks. 

Captain W. B. Lowe was seen yesterday 
afternoon. and it is on his statement that 
the above supposition is based. He is at the 
head of camp No. 2, and says he has lost 
a good deal of money in the last four years 
on the venture. 

The governor in his decision fined this 
company $500 for the violations of the con- 
viet rules. The Dade Coal Company is the 
sublessee of this company, and although the 
State does not hold it responsible for the 
fine, yet the president of the company will 
look to the Dade company for the money, as 
the violations of the rules were committed 
under its jurisdiction. 

The Dade Coal Company is vot in the 
very best condition financially, and Mr. 
Lowe has had to pay out large sums fcr it 
on several oceas'ons. He stated vesterday 
that he would have to pay this tine on the 
same conditions, and that he would ve glad 
if the lease would be forfeited. / 

Mr. Brown Is Silent. 

Mr. Julius Brown, was also seen at his 
office vesterday afternoon, but refused to 
talk about his views of the fine. He did not 
say whether he intended to pay it or not, 
and made the significant statement tnat he 
had until the 15th of July to come to a de- 
cisicn. Beyond this he would say noching 
about the case. 

Captain J. W. English, of 
Was also seen and stated that he thought 
that the fine would be paid, although he 
Was not certain, and had had no conference 
with his sublessees. 

Unlike Captain Lowe, he will not be oblig- 
ed to pay the fine, but Mr. James M.S mitn, 
the sublessee, will have to meet the requir- 
ed amount. He'did not Know whether Mr. 
Smith would do this or not. 

The parties interested have not as vet had 
time to confer and settle on any definite 
course of action. The iines may paid 
and the matter dropped, and then aygain it 
may result in the surrender of the leases 
and the convicts passing into other hands. 
The affair will most probably not be set- 
tled until the time for the payment of the 
fines expWes next July.

Miss Wallace has 
been librarian for some time and has ren- 
dered valuable services to the association, 
filling her position in a most creditable 
manner. 

The report was complete in every detail 
and was encouraging. It shows the good 
wook that has been done in the past year, 
the increase in the number of new books 
and the great interest manifested in the 
a.wrary. 

The board was pleased with the report of 
the librarian, and Miss Wallace was con- 
gratulated. Another meeting of the board 
will take place next Tuesday, and the an- 
nual election of officers will take place 
one week from that meeting. 

The report shows every detail of the 
years work, and is as follows: 

The Librasian’s Report. 

“May 6, 189%6—To the President and the 
Board of Directors of the Young Men's Li- 
brary of Atlanta: 1 have the honor to 
present the following report for the year 
vnaing April 30, 1%, the twenty-ninth year 
of the livrary’s existence. The year just 
ended has been one of unqualified useful- 
ness in library work, and nas been char- 
acterized by steady growth and prosperity.

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‘MAYOR'S MAGIC HAND 
Approval of the Capitol Avenue natty 
Given Yesterday. 


THE RESIDENTS NOW REJOICE 


How an Important Question Was 
Taken Up and Made a Law in 
Twenty-Four Hours. 


A swift stroke of approval and the sig- 
nature of Mayor Porter King late yester- 
day afternoon made the compromise agreed 
on by the conference committee of the citi- 
zens of Capitol avenue and representatives 
of the Consolidated Street Railway Coin- 
pany an operative law. 

The commissioner of public works will 
be instructed to advertise at once for bids 
and the work of paving the street will 
begin immediately. 

The rapidity with which this question 
has been disposed of has surprised every 
one. Monday afternoon, before the session 
of the council, it was doubtful as to what 
turn it would finally take. The report of 
the committee was summitted to the coun- 
cil and passed without a dissenting voice. 
Just after the adjournment of that body 
the aldermanic board held a session and 
passed the resolution up unanimously. The 
papers wereturned overto the mayor yes- 
terday morning. Mayor King was not long 
in making up his mind. The matter had 
been presented to him before it appeared 
before the council and he intimated that 
it would meet his approval. Late yester- 
day afternoon he affixed his signature, 
finally deciding the whole question. 

The action of the mayor, according to 
the compromise resolution, cancels all ac- 
tion pending by the citizens of Capitol ave- 
nue against the Consolidated. The hearing 
which was to come up before Judge Can- 
dler next Monday, when the Consolidated 
was to show why a mandamus absolute 
should not be issued, will be declared off 
and all other action against the road is 
according to agreement withdrawn. 

The action of the mayor is warmly in- 
dorsed by the residents of Capitol avenue 
and by the officials of the Consolidated. 
The agreement of the conference commit- 
tee was satisfactory to both parties and 
they were anxious to see it go through. 
The citizens of Capitol avenue are more 
than pleased at the result of the confer- 
ence and the final action of the city. 

“What we wanted,” said one of the best 
known residents of that locality yesterday, 
‘“‘was for the road to continue its schedules 
and resume its regular cars on our street. 
This was one of the main things for which 
we were fighting. We have obtained this 
and much more. We have assured to us 
what will be the best pavement in the city 
of Atlanta. At first we were in favor of 
asphalt, but since we have learned that 
only the best maccadam will be used we 
prefer that material.”’ 

The officials of the Consolidated are also 
pleased at the outcome of the case. They 
Say that President Hurt suggested mac- 
cadam at first and the road was in favor 
of that kind of pavement. They are also 
congratulating themselves over the fact 
that the road is permitted to use rubble be- 
tween its tracKs for some distance. In 
every Way the compromise seems to have 
pleased both parties. 

It will net be long before work is begun. 
Bids will be advertised for at once and the 
work pushed to completion.

4. C. T. U. Members Working To Save 
the Murderer’s Neck. 


PETITION TO THE GOVERNOR 


They Claim That Allen Was Drunk 
and Unconscious When He Com- 
mittted the Deed. 


Macon, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—The Wo- 
man’s Christian Temmerance Union of 
Macon has petitioned Governor Atkinson 
for the commutation of the death sentence 
of Tom Allen to imprisonment for life, 
on the ground that Allen was drunk when 
he shot and killed Carr, and was there- 
fore. not responsible for his act, but the 
state is responsible through its agent, the 
barkeeper, who sold Allen the whiskv 
which made him drunk. The petition is 
interesting, and will be presented to the 
governor next Thursday morning, with 
other petitions for commutation, by Colo- 
nel J. W. Preston, Allen's attorney, who 
will argue for commutation. Governor At- 
kinson will hear the application at 9 
o'clock a. m. Thursday at the capitol. 
The state will be heard in opposition 
through Solicitor General Lane and Colo- 
nel John’ R. Cooper. 

The petition of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union reads as follows 

“Macon, Ga., May 4, 189%.—To His Ex- 
cellency, W. Y. Atkinson, Governor of 
Georgia: The Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union of Macon, Ga., respectfully 
joins in the petition for the commutation 
of. the sentence of Tom Allen. 

“The evidence upon his trial 
fectly convincing and indeed uncontfa- 
dicted that Allen killed a man at a time 
when intoxicating drink had placed him in 
a condition of irresponsibility. He killed 
a man without motive, without malice; 
and after the homicide did not even know 
what he had done. 

“The circumstances recall the celebrated 
case of Eugene Beck, in Rabun county, 
he. after slaying his wife and her sister 
and waking up from his drunken delirium, 
said that ‘he thought that he had been 
shooting dogs.’ 

“We are well aware 
is no excuse for crime; but the theory on 
which this rule of law is justified (while 
recognizing the irresponsibility of a crazed 
and drunken man for an act of which he 
is unconscious) proceeds on the idea that 
we must look behind the immediate fact 
of irresponsibility and hold the man re- 
sponsib le for his intoxic ation—for bringing 
on the condition by reason of which the 
crime was committed. 

‘“fonsistency requires 
carry this process’ of reasoning a little 
further: we are not only to look behind 
the irresponsibility to its cause in drunk- 
enness, but we are also to look behind 
the drunkenness to its cause in the liquor 
license system; and we are also to look 
behind that system to the state which 
sanctions the issuance of the license and 
which virtually made the barkeeper, who 
sold to Allen the homicidal drink which 
was the'cause of this murder, the state’s 
emplove. 

“We plead this sad and 
fact that the state is at the fountain of 
this stream of ‘responsibility. issuing in 
murder, as a strong ground for executive 
clemency: and we earnestly urge in be- 
half of the humanity of the case, and on 
account of the state's complicity in the 
eause of the crime, and because of the 
fact that the trial in the superior court 
did not undergo review in the supreme 
court, that vour excellency will commute 
the sentence from the cruelty of the 
penalty of death to the mitigated punish- 
ment of imprisonment for life.

Gerdine, 
secretary.”’

Colonel W. A. Lofton, the well-known 
Macon lawyer, was paralyzed last night 
about 10 o’clock at the Edgerton house, 
where he and Mrs. Lofton reside. Colone!] 
Lofton had left his room and gone into 
a bathroom. Soon groans were heard 
coming from the bathroom, and on in- 
vestigation Colonel Lofton was found lv- 
ing on the floor in a partially unconscious 
ondition. He was filly attired, and the 
stroke had evidently befallen him on his 
entrance into tne room. Aid was sum- 
moned. Mr. Eugene Britton was the first 
to reach Colonel Lofton. Mr. Britton and 
others carried Colonel Lofton to his bed, 
and Dr. R. H. Barron was summoned. 
He pronounced the attack paralysis. The 
entire left side from throat to foot was 
affected. His condition seems a little bet- 
ter today, and there appears to be more 
Vitality in the left side. Colonel] Tofton is 
about sixty vears. old. He represented 
Bibb in the legislature two terms, and 
was a member of the state constitutional! 
convention of 1877. He was formerly one 
of the ablest and most successful lawyers 
at the Macon bar, but in recent vears has 
not practiced much. He is one of the best 
read men in the state. His host of friends 
throughout Georgia will hope for his 
speedy recovery. Colonel Lofton was -on 
the streets vesterday afternoon and seem- 
ed_in his usual health.

In Favor of Vivisection. 


The first subject of popular interest 
that came before the body was that of vivi- 
section. 

A great many people object to the ex- 
perimental surgical aperations on live an- 
imals in the interest of science and accord- 
ingly the medical association of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia presented the foHowing 
memorial to the American Medical Associa- 


tion in conference in this city: 

‘Whereas, There is now pending in both 
houses of the congress of the United States, 
a bill entitled ‘A bill for the further pre- 
vention of cruelties to animals,’ which, if 
enacted into a law will prohibit vivisection 
or animal experimentation in the District 
of Columbia, and effectively close the 
biological laboratories connected with the 
surgeon general's department of the United 
States army, bureau of animal industry 
of the department of agriculture and ma- 
rine hospital service, and prohibit all illus- 
trative experimentation on living animals 
in the medical colleges of this district; 

‘‘And whereas, The proposed legislation 
is being urged with unremitting zeal and 
persistence by the humane societies and 
their coadjutors throughout the country, 
by personal solfcitations of senators. and 
representatives, by letters and petitions 
setting forth charges of cruel and atrocious 
tortures upon dumb animals committed by 
investors and experimenters in medica] 
and biological research, and by misrepre- 
sentation and perversion of facts establish- 
ed by biological and experimental investi- 
gation, to which the science of medicine 
owes its present stage of advanced progress 
and wider scope of benificence; 

‘‘And whereas, It is not known to this 
association, or to any member thereof, that 
such alleged abuses and cruelties are being, 
or have been, perpetrated in any of the 
biological or medical college laboratories in 
this district, and it is assured by those !n 
charge of such laboratories that such 
charges are without foundation; 

‘‘And whereas, The medical profession 
throughout the country does not seem to 
realize the significance and importance of 
such proposed legislation, which, in its di- 
rect operation, will be limited to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, but in its indirect effects 
will add impetus and force to this crusade 
against the scientific progress of medicine 
in general, this association appeals to the 
American Medical Association for such ex- 
pression of the consensus of medical opin- 
ion on the subject as it may in its wisdom 
see fit to promulgate; ”

More medical matters were read about 
hand discussed in Atlanta yesterday than 
twas ever before listened to in a eity of 
the same size in the world. 

Illustrious sveqgalists in all lines of 
work, some of them names famous all 
over the world, read able papers on themes 
pertaining to al! branches of pathology. 
Famous men took up the subjects and 
discussed them pro and con, and it is no* 
saying too much to state that the cause 
of suffering humanity made a marked 
stride forward in Atlanta vesterday. 

The various sections met in the halls 
set aside for their use all over the city 
at 3 o’clock. All the meetings were well 
attended, and enough data was furnished 
to keep the medical journals of the coun- 
try supplied with splendid papers = for 
months to come. 

Surgery and Anatomy. 

The section on surgery and anatomy was 
called to order at 3 o'clock in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building, with 
Dr. CC. J. Wheaton, of St. Paul, in the 
chaltr. 

Dr, Alex Hugh Ferguson, of Chicago, 
read a very able paper on ‘‘Thoracoplasty 
in America (Schede’s) and Visceral Pleu- 
rectomy, with Report of Cases.” 

Dr. Howard Kelly, of Baltimore, read a 
paper on “‘Extra-Uterine Pregnancy.”

Dr. Bulkley read a very able paper on 
“Some of the Newer Remedies Used in 
Diseases of the Skin.” Dr. Buckley's pua- 
per was of, particular interest, as he is a 
recognized authority on this specialty. 

Dr. Miller B. Hutchins, of Atlanta, read 
a very interesting paper on “Excision and 
Skin Grafting for the Cure of Tubercular 
Diseases of the Skin.”

Dr. T. CC. Gilchrist, of BakHtimore, read a 
paper on “‘A Special Form of Dermatitis, 
Due to Crab Bites.’”’

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SOME FAMOUS MEN. 


Notable Doctors Who Come To Attend 
the Atlanta Convention. 

In Atlante at present are some of the 
best known physicians of the country, men 
who hav? attained the highest point in 
their profession. Their careers are inter- 
esting to many cutside the profession. 

Among the many dist‘nguished doctors 
is Dr. Robért Babcock, of Cnicago, one of 
the most. remarkable men of his time. 
Made blind by an accident at the age of 
thirteen years, he received both his eariter 
and collegiate education orally. He elected 
to study ‘nedicine after graduating as first 
honcr man at Columbia. He married sooi) 
after leaving college a noble woman from 
New York city, who has devoted her life 
to him and been of wonderful assistance in 
his studies. 

They went to Berlin, where he continued 
his studies for three years jonger; returned 
home and began at once the practice of 
medicine. His specialties are the heart and 
lungs. His hearit.g is so acute that he can 
hear sountls that no one elise can; his 
touch ‘s also remarkably sensitive. He 
has never been Known to make a wrong 
diagnosis and is called in consultation far 
and near. He can distinguish colors by 
the touch and never has to be piloted 
where he has once been. He often escorts 
friends from his house to the street car, 
two or three blocks away, stops it and 
puts them on so easily that one would not 
suspect he had lost his sight. :His eyes 
are. to all appearances, perfect and he is 
a remarkably handsome man. 

Dr. Augustus P. Clarke. : 

Dr. Augustus P. Ciarke, A. M., a vice 
president of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, is a delegate from Cambridge, Mass., 
the seat of Harvard university, where he 
received in 1862 the degree of doctor of 
medicine. Dr. Clarke is a graduate with 
the degree of A. M. of Brown university. 
He was burn in Rhode Island, though his

his preparatory course for college in the

He is not a stranger in the sunny south, 
for he was early commissioned in the late 
War as assistant surgeon of the Sixth New 
York Cavalry, end he rapidly rose to the 
rank of full surgeon of the regiment, to 
surgeon-in-chief of the brigade, to surgeon- 
in-chief of the cavalry diviston and to 
brevet colonel in the armies of Generals 
McClellan.

Upon his return he moved to Cambridge, 
Mass., where he soon established a reputa- 
tion in the practice of his professiou: He 
is a member of the Massachusetts Medical 
Society, a member of the American Acad- 
emy of Medicine, member of the American 
Association ct Obstetricians ang Gynecolou- 
gists, has been president of the Gynecolog- 
ical Society of Boston, was one of the pro- 
moters of the Pan-American Medical Con- 
gress, member of the Ninth International 
Medical Congrfess in Washington, D. «., 
8&7, and of the tenth, at Berlin, Gérmany, 
I8sv; of the eleventh at Rome, Itaiv, in 
1834; besides being a member of other large 
medical and scientific bodies. Dr. Clarke 
Was an early advocate of the use of anti- 
septics in surgery and obstetrics. He was 
impressed with the importance of adopting 
these precautionary measures by the teach- 
ings of MM. Lemaire, of Paris, and Crede, 
of Leipzig, and of Sir James Y. Simpson. 

Dr. Clarke has been noted for scholarly 
productions and for his facile pen. In the 
midst of the multitudinous duties of his 
professional work he has been able to make 
important researches relating to gynecol- 
ogy and abdominal surgery. He has fre- 
quently contributed articles to the public 
press and to different medical societies and 
journals. 

Hie is registered to read a paper before 
the section of obstetrics and diseases of 
women, and a paper before the section on 
stute medicine, He is at the Kimball house 
and is accompanied by his two daushters— 
Inez I... a graduate of Radcliffe college, 
Cambridge, and Genevieve, Who has been a 
member of that college and is now pursu- 
ing the study of medicine.

lle has been ever active in professional 
and literary work, having, in addition to 
reading and publishing many monographs 
in medical journals, issued the “Physicians 
and Surgeons of the United States,’’ 
“Hints in the Obstetric Procedure,” .of 
Which two editions, amounting to over +,000 
copies, were sold: the “Therapeutics of Gvy- 
necology and Obstetrics’; the “Philadel- 
Phia and Pennsvivania Medical .Register- 
Directory” for a number of yvears, etc. He 
Was a lecturer on obstetrics in 1857 and in 
Isoo was appointed assistant to the chair 
of obstetrics and diseases of women, etc., 
in the Pennsylvania Medical college until 
the closure of that school by the outbreak 
of the rebellion. At this school he con- 
ducted the gynecological clinic, at that 
time, and for many vears subsequently, the 
only one in Philadelphia. At this time he 
had acted as assistant editor of the Medi- 
cal and Surgical Reporter, and remained 
with it when it was made a weekly and re- 
moved to Philadelphia. On leaving this he 
was appointed by the late Professor S. D. 
Gross editor of the department of obstet- 
ries, ete., of The Norch. American Médico- 
Chirurgical Review. 

During the war he acted as surgeon on 
detached duty. He was appointed lecturer 
on diseases of children in Jefferson college 
in 1877. which he held for several vears, 
lecturing weekly in the spring and _ fall 
courses, and afterwards in the auxiliary 
faculty. In i887? he was made professor of 
sanitary science and pediatrics in the 
M-dico-Chirurgical college, of Philadelphia, 
lecturing and holding clinics during the 
entire session. He is now honorary pro- 
fessor in these branches. As a sanitarian 
he hag done much. work in connection with 
the Pennsylvania state board of health. 
He has been a member of the staff of How- 
ard hospital, Philadelphia, since 1860, now 
holding the department of diseases of chil- 
dren. He has long been consultant to a 
number. of other institutions. He is at 
present a member of the boafd of directors 
of the Philadelphia Dental college, of the 
Musical Fund Association of Philadelphia, 


of the Mutual Aid Association, of the Phil- ¢ 


adelphia County Medical Society, etc. 
A Noted Doctor. 

Dr. Thomas P. Satterwhite, of Louisville, 
Ky., was born in Lexington, Ky., July 21, 
1835. His father, a Virginian by birth, was 
a prdminent physician of Lexington, who 
died in 1841. His mother was Mary Ca- 
bell Breckinridge, daughter of Hon. Jo- 
seph Cabell Breckenridge, speaker of the 
house of representatives and secretary of 
the state of Kentucky. y 

After receiving a thorough academica! 
education the subject of this sketch moved 
to Louisville, Ky., in 1853, and began the 


‘study of medicine with his relative, Dr. 


Robert J. Breckinridge, and in 1857 was 
graduated with honors from the medical 
department of the University of Louisville. 
In 1859, in connection with Dr. John wood- 
man. he established the first dispensary in 
the city, which later became attached to the 
university, an institution now regarded as a 
necessity for every medical school. In the 
same connection he also established a 
spring aad summer course of lectures as a 
preparatory school, and was the first to 
adopt the mode of teaching by recitations 
and explanatory lectures, now universally 
conceded to be the best method of medical 
instruction. From 1865 to 1869 he was dem- 
onstrator of anatomy in the university and 
achieved high surgical reputaiton. Al- 
though several times tendered medical pro- 
fessorships, Dr. Satterwhite has declined, 
and has devoted himself to private prac- 
tice and the private and public charities re- 
lating to his profession. He was one of the 
first members of the staff at the infirmary 
for women and children; is surgeon at Sts. 
Marv’s and Elizabeth's hospital: member of 
the city hospital staff. and was the first 
surgeon who successfully performed amp:i- 
tation at the hip joint at that institution; 
is chief surgeon of the Fidelity and Casu- 
altv Company; president of the board of 
pens‘on examiners: surgeon and physician 
of the Louisville school of reform, and 
president of the board of commissioners of 
the Kentucky Central lunatic asylum, & 
state institution having 1,100 patients. He 
is a member of the local societies, having 
been presiding officer of many of them, and 
was one of the active members who resur- 
rected the State Medical Society after the 
war: was elected one of the vice presidents 
of the American Medical Association in 
Baitimore in 1905: is surgeon of the s«v- 
enth division of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, of the Big Four. and of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railroads. and has filled 
many other important local positions. 

Dr. Satterwhite is a man of impressive 
personalitv, both as to a handsome person, 
enzacing manners and high moral status in 
the ccmmunity in which he lives. In 1reli- 
rious association he is a member of the 
Presbvterian church. of which so many of 
his family have been distinguished divires.

Rich England.

Our readers will no doubt remember 
the recent announcements from London 
setting forth the gratifying condition 
of the British treasury. :

exceed expenditures, the treasury is full, 
and consols have gone up in the market 
to a point as high as they have reached 
in many long years, 

When all this was printed the or- 
guns of the money power pointed with 
pride to what England has done and is 
doing under the single gold standard. 
Everything is lovely in that country ex- 
cept for the agriculturists and the cot- 
ton manufacturers. But what does the 
showing amount to? Simply this, that 
1Mgland knows her interests and main- 
tuins them. Being a creditor country, it 
is to her interest that silver should be 
demonetized and the value of gold in- 
creased. By the simple method of bring- 
ing about the demonetization of silver 
in the United States in 1875, and the 
closing of the Indian mints to silver in 
1898, England has doubled the value of 
all the debts due her people by: foreign 
creditors, and cut down the price of 
every article of food and clothing that 
her pauper laborers are compelled to 
buy. 

There can be no doubt that the single 
gold standard is a good thing for Eng- 
land at this juncture. There is no more 
doubt about that than there is about the 
fact that it is a bad thing for the Amert- 
can people; that it impoverishes every 
interest except that of the bondholders 
and big bankers. 

Mr. Miller puts the case very strongly, 
and we commend his article to those of 
our renders who are studying this im- 
portant question so as to form their 
own opinions. 


A Michiga.. Editor Writes a Letter. 


The Press is the hame of a newspaper 
published at Adrian, Mich. Mr. Calvin 
Tompkins, chairman of the bribery 
committee of the William and Wall 
Street Reform Club, in pursuing his 
celebrated policy of trying to bribe coun- 
try newspapers with pewter plate ar- 
guments in favor of the British gold 
standard, sent one of his eloquent circu- 
lars to Mr. W. Stearns, editor of The 
Adrian Press. 

Mr. Tompkins, of the Wall and Wil- 
liam Street Pot-metal Bribery Club, re- 
marked to Mr. Stearns in his letter that 


he would furnish The Press free, every 


four weeks, a page of pot metal matter, 
and 1,000 supplements, “being broad- 
sides” for “sound currency.” It would 
be interesting to know just how many 
editors in the country have responded to 
the glittering offer of the able Mr. 
Tompkins to purchase them with a page 
of pot metal “every four weeks.” 

The Adrian Press, of Michigan, how- 
ever, is not among the number. The 
editor, Mr. Stearns, wrote a very polite 
reply to the potmetallist reformer, in 
which he said that he was heartily in 
favor of a. sound currency. Editor 
Stearns wrote: 


The great business interests of the coun- 
try demand that we not only have a sound 
currency, but that we have a reliabie and 
anti-monopoly currency, ample in quantily 
and uniform in quality, with power to 
pay any debt of the country at any time, 
and any place, to any person, for anything 
+a currency that is*sas good im a farmer's 
wallet as in a bank: a currency so sound 
that it will pay a bond or pension, a mort- 
gace or a month's wages, and one that 
cannot be placed at a premium in order 
that it may be demanded of the govern- 
ment in exchange for any other currency. 

The editor of The Press then goes on 
to Say that he wants an honest currency, 
and he thus describes it: 


We want an honest currency, one that 
will pay the wage-earner and the interest- 
taker; one that will pay the gun holder and 
the bond holder; one that the United States 
alone issues and fathers; one that will 
fight our battles or buy our wheat; one as 
much for the use and benefit of the pro- 
ducers of the country who raise the 
$700,000,000 of exports for ‘our foreign 
trade as well as for those who buy the 
bonds and clip coupons. 

We need a currency so sound that no 
combine of financial thieves can organize 
a raid on the treasury and embarrass it in 
its dealings, and disturb the business inter- 
ests of the country, in order that the cur- 
rency they hold may be turned into an in- 
terest bearing debt. 

We need a sound currency, that will: ad- 
mit of no juggling, nor compel the United 
States to keep on hand a hundred million 
doliars in any one kind of money just to 
accommodate a class of men who make 
their living by raids on the currency re- 
serve, not because they need one kind of 
money more than another, but simply to 
make trouble. 

This isso very much tothe point that 
we have no doubt that Tompkins, the pot- 
metallist reformer, felt grieved when he 
read it. Editor Stearns then informs 
the potmetallist that a perusal of the 
Deform Club's pewter editorials shows 
that Tompkins is masquerading under 
false colors—that he is “advocating the 
only dishonest money known.” To this 
Kditor Stearns adds the following sound 
advice: 

Now. sir, I suggest that you reform at 
once. 

Adopt honest methods. Men have been sent 
to prison for less than your “reform” 
proposition to me. I am a por man. I 
however own my office and have been 
taught politically that bribery is a crime. 
T am not willing to sell out my views toa 
rich syndicate, able and willing to debauch 
the press of the country. You can purchase 
my plant, but not my ideas or my views. 
You cannot furnish gold enough to get your 
plate editorials into my paper, either. 

The Press is for sound currency, one that 
is good for all classes at all times; a cur- 
rency of the United States and good for 
the world. 

It ts for the free coinage of silver as an 
honest and sound currency, and to place the 
law of 1873 back on our statute books should 
be the first duty of every true, loyal citi- 
zen. 

The enemy of silver is the enemy of his 
country.

disrupted our currency, 
its restoration. 

I am fully able to write my own editorials 
and express my own views. 

If I wanted manufactured pewter-prepar- 
ed editorial utterances I can pay for them. 
The shameless heresies you put forth, un- 
der the guise of “‘sound currency,” ought 
to convince every loyal democrat of the 
country that you are conspiring with the 
republican party to maintain the robbing 
gold standard, and that the only hope the 
farmers, workmen and business men of the 
country have is to repudiate your “‘re- 
form’’ methods and denounce you as the 
germ of all monopoly, trusts, aristocracy 
and caste, and as dangerous to a govern-. 
ment of the people as a wolf is to a flock 
of lambs. 

I do not wish your plates, nor your broad- 
sides.

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| Business Men in Politics. 


The Chicago Times-Herald declares 
that one of the most pressing needs of 
American politics is the sound, practical 
judgment of experienced business men. 

Several days ago this leading journal 
of the northwest urged upon the Chi- 
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cago board of trade the importance of 
calling a convention of the business men 
of the nation for the purpose of arous- 
ing a deeper interest in the questions 
which will be discussed at the approach- 
ing political conventions and also for 
the purpose of inducing business men 
to engage more actively in political 
affairs. 
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As a reason for this urgent appeal to 
the Chicago board of trade The ‘Times- 
Herald argued that the dav for discuss- 
ing great moral and constitutional ques- 
tions had passed and that important 
business and financial problems were 
now before the people of the country 
for solution. 

Discussing the proposition still further 
the paper continued: 


he first and principal question is, what 
kind of money ought we to have as business 
men? and the second is, by what legislation 
can we protect the national business inter- 
ests? Upon these issues there ought to be 
an unpartisan expression by the business 
men and commercial organizations of the 
whole country. 


There can be no denial of the fact 
that business men are fully competent 
to legislate on all the important financial 
questions of the day, and the fact that a 
greaier number of business men ure not 
ehnguged in politics, using that term in 
broudest and best sense, is very 
much to be regretted. 

Business men, as a rule, have been dis- 
posed to look upon politics as demoraliz- 
ins and have preferred to pursue the 
even tenor of their way, leaving the 
political arena almost exclusively in pos- 
session of the legal talent of the land. 

But the time is ripe for the business 
man to emerge from his retirement and 
to impress his views upon -the statutes 
of the country, both state and. national. 

It is gratifying to observe that while 
the number of business men in politics 
is still small, this number is steadi- 
ly increasing and that much good has 
already been derived from those who 
bave given to the country the benetit of 
their wise and practical experience in 
the varied lines of» business. 

The talents of the lawver are not to 
be depreciated. but these, however 
marked or brilliant, do not capacitate 
him for all the duties and requirements 
of legislation in this commercial day 
and time. Legislation, at the. present 
day, calls for the resources of the law- 
ver, the merchant and the laboring man, 
and with this combination of ideas 
brought to bear upon the political ques- 
tions which are agitating the American 
people, the result would be a code. of 
laws which would insure unbrokeu na- 
tional prosperity.

Persia’s Relation to England. 

Persia is still a ceutury behind in the 
progressive march of civilization. 

Though endowed with vast material 
resources Which have made the wealth 
of that empire proverbial, the country 
itself is steeped in the horrors of a gov- 
ernment which is but a step removed 
from the cruel despotism of the Turks. 

rom the tone of recent dispatches 
Persia is in a most deplorable condition, 
and the shuddering prospect of a reign 
of bloodshed is before the inhabitants 
of that empire. 

The cause of this unhappy condition 
of things in Persia is interesting to 
Americans, as well as to Europeans, 
since the national problem is one which 
rinvolves both’ Russia and England, two 
of the greatest powers of Christendom. 

By reason of Persia's geographical 
position the control of that empire is im- 
portant to each of these European na- 
tions, as it forms the gateway. so to 
speak, into vast imperial possessions 
which belong to them in Asia. 

The late shah, who was cruelly assas- 
sinated only a few days ago at the in- 
stigation of the Persian clergy, because 
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being a model ruler; and while he was 
fond of European travel he was in 
league with neither Russia nor England. 

Though his death was brought about 
by the opposition which he aroused 
among the clergy, his Own sons took 
part in the conspiracy which was or- 
ganized for this purpose. 

The eldest of these, whose title to the 
throne was set aside because of the 
plebeian blood wiiich flowed in his 
mother’s veins, is known to favor Eng- 
land and to be the choice of that country 
in the matter of succession. 

Ilowever, the second brother, whose 
blood is royal on both sides of the house, 
has been proclaimed shah of Persia with 
all the rights and privileges pertaining 
to that sovereign office. The new shah 
is the choice of Russia and for that rea- 
son is not looked upon with favor by the 
jealous eye of England. : 

If England decides to insist upon the 
recognition of the eldest son of the late 
Shah there is apt to be a serious com- 
plication. With the vigorous foreign 
policy which that country has adopted 
it is not likely that she will passively 
yield her Persian interests without hav- 
ing something more to say on the sub- 
ject. 

In the meantime the life of the eldest 
son of the late shah is in extreme peril. 
Among eastern monarchs, especially 
those who are saturated with the Mo- 
hammedan religion, there is no hesita- 
tion about putting the tragic seal of 
death upon the aspirations of rival 
claimants. 

Such is the deplorable condition of af-

fairs in Persia at the close of the 
nineteenth century. After the lapse of 
nearly two theuvsand vears she is still 
shrouded in a Veil of darkness on which 
the light of the Christian era has not 
yet dawned. 


A Distinguished Financier. 

Seldom is the death of a quiet business 
man 2a matter of such national regret 
us that of the late George S. Coe, who, 
for nearly thirty-five years presided over 
the affairs of the American [Exchange 
bank, of New York. 

By reason of his shrewd business tal- 
ent this distinguished financier was not 
only able to accumulate a large private 
fortune, ranging far up into the millions, 
but likewise succeeded in leaving the 
imprint of his genius upon the banking 
institutions of the United States, 

Perhaps no man was more thoroughly 
identified with the literature of banking 
than Mr. Coe.. His pen was the graceful 
servant of a vigorous and well-stored in- 
tellect, and his articles were eagerly de- 
voured bv all the bankers and substan- 
tial business men of New York and the 
various other leading commercial cen- 
ters of the land. 

Mr. Coe devised the system of issuing 
Clearing house certiticates, and by reason 
of this convenient method of raising 
large sums of money the banks of New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia were 
able to furnish the sum of $5,000,000 for 
the purchase of treasury notes in 1861. 

This method was again most effectu- 
ally employed during the frightful panic 
of 1878, and has ever sinee been re- 
garded as one of the most Salutary feat- 
ures of the American banking system. 

As the author of the clearing house 
certificates Mr. Coe will long be re- 
membered.

They are ardently striving, 
by means of persuasion, argumentation 
and tabulation to convince the “emo- 
crats that they ought to indorse the sin- 
gle gold standard, and nominate Mr. 
Cleveland for a third term. 

Some of these republican editors do 
not stop at persuasion and argumenta- 
tion, but go so far as to insist that the 
democrats shall nominate Mr. Cleveland 
on a gold standard platform. The only 
modification of this demand that some 
of them make is to consent to substitute 
Mr. Carlisle for Mr. Cleveland in the 
event that the latter refuses to allow the 
use of his “consecrated” name, 

This is something of a new departure 
for the republican editors, and it is a 
very interesting phase of an exceedingly 
interesting situation. And yet, while 
it is unusual for the organs of republi- 
canism to prepare a platform and name 
a candidate for the democrats, it cannot 
be denied that they are justified by the 
attitude of Mr. Cleveland and those 
who, calling themselves democrats, train 
with him. 

Is it unnatural for the republicans to 
feel an interest in the success of the 
demonetization of silver, which they ac- 
complished secretly and with fear and 
trembling? Is it unnatural that the ac- 
credited mouthpieces and spokesmen of 
the republican party should desire to 
see the democrats nominate a man who 
is as much of a republican as John 
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Sherman on the firencial question? We 
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| think not. On the contrary, it is perfect- 
ly natural under the circumstances, con- 
sidering thé tremendous issues at stake, 
that the leading republicans—the men 
who have befooled and befuddled the 
people on the tariff question—should 
take an extreme interest in the platform 
to be adopted and the candidate to be 
nominated by the democrats. If the 
John Sherman democrats control the 
Chicago convention the leading republi- 
cans will no longer have any uneasiness 
as to the result. They can retire to their 
back parlors with serene minds, confi- 
dent that neither their sleeping nor their 
waking dreams will be disturbed by, 
visions of the people revolting against 
the exactions of the robber gold dollar. 

As a matter of fact, however, the real 
democrats of the country—the men who 
are standing true to party principles and 
the interest and welfare of the people 
—are demonstrating beyond all doubt or 
question that the honest voters of the 
country cannot be bought, deceived or 
manipulated by the agents and tools of 
the mqney power. They are demonstrat- 
ing beyond all doubt or question that 
the Chicago convention will not be con- 
trolled by Wall street and the money 
power. 

The agents of the bondholders are 
making a tremendous effort to control 
conventidms, but they are willing to ad- 
mit privately that the free coinage dem- 
ocrats will control the Chicago conven- 
tion, make the platform and be strong 
enough to prevent the nomination of any 
man whose views are not in accord with 
those of the great majority of the dem- 
ocratic voters of the country. 

Meanwhile the interest which the re- 
publican newspapers are manifesting in 
the platform and candidate of the dem- 
ocratic party shows that they are open- 
ing their eyes to the fact that-a great 
democratic groundswell is sweeping 
over the country. 
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Our opinion is that if the gold stand- 
ardists had known the real temper of 
the American people they would never 
have ventured from behind their ambus- 
cade of “international bimetallism.” But, 
having come out, they cannot now go 
back, 
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Mr. Tom Reed will have to take up his 
political belly-band a notch or two. He 
is not the great man he thought he was.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Several months ago an Italian by the 
name of Quaranta was murdered near Prov- 
idence, R. l. In searching through the ltal- 
ian’s effects some time ago a book was found 
which threw considerable light upon his 
character. According to general bDelief 
qJuaranta was a man of mystery and seem- 
ed to be under the spell of some evil in- 
fluence. This book, which was found at the 
bottom of an old trunk, proved to be the 
manual of a secret society of devil worship- 
ers. 

The book was in Italian and was pubiish- 
ed anonymously. The first part of ithe bcok 
is devoted to a description of the manner in 
which the prince of evil may be summoned 
by those who desire to have communica- 
tion with him. Complete rules are given, 
and with them the assurance that those 
who follow them could not fail of success. 
When the devil appeared he would present 
a compact to his would-be devotee and 
would agree to serve him in every way in 
return for his soul, which must be given in 
payment at the end of twenty years. The 
manual also gives many prayers ‘*o the 
devil. One of them is as follows: 

“O great lucifer, I command you to come 
to me in accordance with your ugreement, 
without loud noise or vile smell; that you 
hear my wishes and that you niay g.ant 
them.’’ 

The book then provides that if ihe devil 
does not appear the devotee shall say: “O 
great lucifer, I have called upon you and 
you have not answered. If you do noi come 
now, by the power of this compact, I shall 
give you no rest, wherever you may be, un- 
til you answer me.”’ 

Some of the prayers are of a more hum- 
ble character, but not many of them, fcr 
the black book distinctly provides that the 
devil must be subservient to those who 
have sold their souls to him. Rules are aiso 
given for the protection of the life of the 
devil’s servant and hieroglyphics shown by 
the coroner are said to have been tattooed 
upon the body of the dead man. By the use 
of them it was imagined that his life was 
secure from death by steel, poison or hul- 
lets, and this, as Count Alberto, the {talian 
vice consul at New York, and Dr. Spag- 
nolo believe, explains the unusual fcorm of 
his death. Their inference is that, believ- 
ing he could not be killed by ordinary 
means, his terrified compatriots enticed 
him to the woods, struck him on the head 
and then sunk him in the water ef the 
pend. 


In a recent statement issued by the de- 
partment of agriculture some interesting 
facts are given in regard to the sheep in- 
dustry in the United States. 

The total number of sheep in the United 
States is 38,298,783. The loss of sheep last 
winter by exposure to bad weather was 
only 2.1 per cent and the loss from all 
Causes was only 4.8 per cent. 

In 1895 the loss by winter exposure was 
2.9 per cent and 5.5 by all causes. So much 
has been published about the losses to the 
sheep industry that these figures are worth 
noting. The department states “it appears 
that the better percentage for all losses (of 
sheep) in 18986 is entirely explained by the 
mild winter.’ The losses among American 
swine reported for both 1896 and 1895 were 
much more serious than among sheep. In 
1895 nearly one-tenth (9.2 per cent) of our 
swine perished from various causes, and in 
1896 the loss was 12.7 per cent. 


WHAT IS ENRICHING ENGLAND. 


The Gold Standard There and in 
America. 
From The Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

Chicago, April 3.—To the Editor: The 
Nation, a New York gold paper, in its 
leading article In its issue of the 23d in- 
stant, contrasting the condition of Eng- 
land upon the gold standard with that of 
this country, says: ‘The chancellor of the 
exchequer says the high treasury was never 
so full. Consols were never higher, though 
the interest has been reduced one-half 
within a century. The deposits in savings 
banks have never been so great, the de-- 
posits in other banks were never so large. 
The revenue receipts have exceeded the ex- 
penditures; everything has an upward ten- 
dency. Every class of the community is 
flourishing, except the agriculturists, who, 
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better soil and climates\in all parts of the 
earth. 


“This ought to be astotishing reading for 


an American. We have nearly double the 
population of Great Britain; we have an 
immensely greater area tf soil; we have 
far richer resources in coal, iron and other 
metals. We have a goverament which we 
maintain is much better, or, at all events, 
dearer to the people who) live under it, 
than the government of Great Britain. We 
have no army; we have next to no navy; 
we have no colonies or dependencies; we 
have little public debt; yet\we are not 
happy. Wails over the badnes} of business 
meet one’s eye in every newspaper; we 
have to borrow money at every quarter to 
keep our paper at par. The success of the 
loan is received with shouts of triumph, 
though while it is being rdised every busi- 
ness man holds his breath.’’ 

What is the cause of the apparent pros- 
perity in England and depression in this 
county? It must be borne in mind that 
England is a creditor nation, having invest- 
ments abroad amounting to over $10,000,000, - 
WU, as stated by Mr. Gladstone in his 
speech in the house of commons, published 
in The London Times, March 1, 1893, com- 
manding from foreign countries an annual 
tribute of not less than $500,000,000, paid to 
her not in money, but in commodities, the 
prices of which are controlled by the gold 
Standard, and one-half of which are paid 
by this country. This question is very 
clearly answered by what The London 
Statist, a gold paper, has said. In its issue 
of July 1, 1893, in speaking of the closure of 
the Indian mines, June 26, 1893, it said: 
“The new policy of the Indian government 
is likely to intensify the appreciation of 
gold. We have pointed out elsewhere that 
the new policy is tentative and provisional, 
and that the most powerful members of the 
Herschell committee, who, in fact, carried 
the committee with him, look forward to 
the adoption of gold as the cumulation of 
a gold reserve, while other members con- 
sider that the new' policy cannot be carried 
Out unless a gold reserve is accumulated 
as soon as may be. We are bound then to 
assume that, by and by, India will become 
a much larger consumer of gold. That be- 
ing so, all the other governments will be 
anxious to anticipate India, and the likeli- 
hood is that the scramble for gold will re- 
ceive a new impetus. If it does, then we 
have to look forward to a further fall in 
prices, to frequent fluctvations in the value 
of money and to occasional severe spasms 
in the money market. One consequence of 
the further depreciation of goid will be to 
intensify the agricultural depression all 
over Europe. Also, it is evident that the 
burden of debt, not only upon individuals, 
but upon governments, will be much in- 
creased. Everywhere the burden of debt 
will necessitate increased taxation, and so 
will weigh very heavily upon the general 
population.” 

In its issue of January 19, 1895, in de- 
scribing the effect of this policy, it said: 
“The producing countries have been 
plunged into so much distress that they 
are compelled to sell at whatever price they 
can get, and our people are so well off 
that they are able to buy larger and larger 
quantities every year. The first conse- 
quence of this is that the working classes 
are exceedingly prosperous, and the foun- 
dation is being laid in the second place for 
a great increase in our trade, because mer- 
chants are laying in stocks of material at 
exceptionally low prices. 

“The United Kingdom has the labor, the 
machigery and the capital to supply all the 
rest of the world with any quantity. of 
goods it may require, but our foreign cus- 
tomers were too poor to buy from us on 
ths usual scale. The exports merely con- 
firm what the imports tell us, that the pro- 
ducing countries are in deep distress, and 
that we are growing in wealth. Roughly, 
the decline in prices in the exports is half 
the decline of prices in the imports; or to 
put it differently, we gained twice as much 
by buying our imports cheap as we lost in 
selling our exports also cheap. But as a 
matter of fact the loss must have been 
trifling, if there was any loss. This coun- 
try manufactures cheap goods for all parts 
of the world, and cheap, coarse stuffs in- 
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the chief item is the raw material. But in 
buying the raw material we gained im- 
mensely, and, consequently there was no 
need for very much reduction in the 
wages.’’ 

We here see that In the judgment of the 
Staitist the gold standard is enriching Eng- 
land, a creditor nation, at the expense of 
producing countries, of which our own is 
the foremost, ‘“‘which have been plunged 
into so much distress that they are com- 
pelled to sell for whatever price they can 
get.’’ Do not the advocates of the gold 
standard insult the intelligence of the 
American people, who are pre-eminently 
tfie victims of this destructive policy, bv 
making them to vote for its continuance? 
Monetary conditions favorable to England, 
a creditor country, are unfavorable to our 
own,, a debtor country. England wants 
lower prices for American produce, upon 
which her capital is employed in changing 
it into finished products: we want higher 
prices. The people will have an opportu- 
nity to say in November next, for the first 
time in twenty years, whether they are 
more interested in the prosperity of Eng- 
land than in the prosperity of this country. 

Our financial independence is vastly more 
important than our political independence, 
which was won for us by our revolutionary 
sires, for without the former “liberty” is 
but an empty sound.

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WON'T HAYG FRIDAY 


Motion for a New Trial Was Overruled 
by Judge Candler. 


GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 


The Young Murderer Is Hopeful That 
He Will Be Given Another Trial 
for His Life. 


Arthur Hanye will not hang on Friday as 
fixed by Judge Candler. 

The case of this young man, convicted 
in the criminal court of the murder of his 
life-long friend, Will Spinks, has been ap- 
pealed to the supreme court and another 
effort will be.made by his attorney to save 
the neck of the condemned man. Hanye 
was tried at the last term of the superior 
criminal court before Judge Candler, and 
the verdict of the jury was that Hanye 
Was guilty, and as the prisoner was not 
recommended to the mercy of the court, a 
sentence of death was passed upon him 
and he was sentenced to hang early in 
this month. 

As soon as sentence was pronounced, At- 
torney Austin announced that a motion for 
@ new trial would be filed within the time 
allowed by law. This motion was argued 
before Judge Candler two weeks ago, but 
the new trial was denied. Attorney Austin 
Was not satisfied with the verdict of the 
jury and yesterday morning the case was 
carried to the supreme court and a new 
trial wiil be asked for. 

One of the chief reasons why a new trial 
was asked is that Hanye’s attorney claims 
that he was forced into the trial of the 
case when he was too ill to properly con- 
duct the defense. Mr. Austin stated at the 
time that he was quite ill and did not feel 


«that he could do his client full justice, but 
-the case was entered into by the state and 


a conviction followed. 

Hayne is hopeful that he will get another 
opportunity before the courts, and ins sts 
that he had no intention whatever of kill- 
ing his friend at the time that he plunged 
the knife into his comrade’s brain. At the 
trial Hanye claimed that he did not cut 
Spinks, but that Spinks fell to the floor 
with him in the struggle, and that in the 
fall Spinks came into contact with the 
open Knife which he held in his hand. 
Both of the combatants had been friends 
for many years, and it was probably due 
to the excessive use of liquor that the trag- 
edy occurred, 

The action of the supreme court will pe 
watched with interest by those who nave 
been watching the case, and if a new trial 
is granted, it is quite probable that aridi- 
tional testimony will be introduced at the 
hearing. 

' Was To Hang Friday. 

Yesterday morning the information that 
an appeal had been made Dy the attorney 
of Hanye to the supreme court was car- 
ried to Judge Candler, and he signed an 
order staying the execution and granting 
a respite until the case can be disposed of 
in the supreme court. 

Hanye was informed by his attorney that 
he would not be hanged Friday, and the 
intelligence was pleasant to him, although 
he had been told that an appeal would 
be made. 

Hanye has been very despondent of late, 
especially since the sentence of death was 
passed upon nim, and he has had but lit- 
tle to say. Several times he has been vis- 
ited by friends who called at his cell door 
in the county jail, but he has refused many 
callers and spent most of his time in soli- 
tude. 

The case will be acted upon by the su- 
preme court in a very short time, probably 
as soon as next Monday. Within one week 
the final decision will doubtless be made 
and Hanye will then know his fate.

| SOCIETY NEWS AND GOSSIP. ENJOINED THE SALE | 


The Bonds and Stocks of Mrs. Pendleton 
Were Not Sold Yesterday. 


THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


A Large Number of Prisoners Were 
Convicted on Minor Charges in 
the City Criminal Court.

The banking firm of J. H. & A. kL. James 
was yesterday enjoined by Judge Lumpkin 
from selling the bonds and stocks which 
were given by Mrs. Lizzie T. Pendleton as 
securities for a note which had been placed 
in the hands of the bankers, and the case 
was set for a final hearing on May li6th, 
at which time it will be determined by the 
court what disposition shall be made of 
the matter. 

Several days ago Mrs. Pendleton received 
a notice from the bankers that her securi- 
ties given to protect the note would be sold 
at public outcry yesterday morning, and she 
was informed that the bankers would re- 
serve the right to buy in a part or the 
whole amount of the bonds, if they so de- 
sired. 

Early yesterday morning Mrs. Pendleton 
filed a petition with the superior court, 
asking that the bankers be restrained from 
selling the bonds and stocks, as the note 
for which they were given as security was 
the note of her husband and not for a 
debt which she herself owed, and also 
Claiming that if the securities were sold at 
public outcry they would be sacrified and 
much of the value of the paper would not 
be realized on account of the terms 
of the forced sale. 

The petition stated that Mr. Pendleton 
owed the firm a note in the amount of 
$1,175.44, to secure which Mrs. Pendleton 
gave eighty-three bonds of the Georgia 
Land and Improvement Company, of the 
face value of $100 each, and also 500 shares 
of the stock of the Investment Land Com- 
pany. It was shown that the security was 
worth several times the face of the note, 
and as Mrs, Pendleton claimed that she 
had not the means with which to protect 
her securities were they sold at auction, 
she would be forced to lose much money on 
account of the transaction. 

Judge Lumpkin granted a temporary fe- 
straining order, enjoining the holders of 
the securities from making the sale, and 
s®tting the case for a final hearing on May 
16th, at which time the case will be dis- 
posed of in the courts. It was on account 
of this restraining order that the bonds and 
stocks were not sold as was originally an- 
nounced by the bankers. 

In the Criminal Court. 

The day’s grind in the city criminal court 
resulted in the conviction of several of- 
fenders who had been arrested on minor 
charges. 

Jim Irwin, who was arrested several days 
ago by the police, at the instance of H. W. 
Toney, was sentenced to pay a fine of $100 
or serve upon the public works of the 
county for twelve months. Toney, who was 
the prosecutor in the case, accused Irwin 
of stealing $27 from him on the night of 
April 6th, and it was upon the evidence 
of Toney that the prisoner was convicted. 

In the case of the state against Will 
Loyd, who was charged with simple lar- 
ceny, a motion was entered to nol pross, 
which was granted by Judge Berry, and 
an order was signed to that effect. 

Several witnesses testified that Remus 
Thompson was guilty of larceny from the 
house,. but the jury found a verdict of not 
guilty and his discharge was ordered by 
the court. 

The case of O. R. Butcher, who was 
charged with assault and battery, was nol 
prossed by agreement and on motion of the 
solicitor of the court. Butcher was charged 
with having assaulted and beaten Kk. H. 
Rodgers. 

News of the Courts. 

The docket in the first division of the city 
court was called yesterday morning by 
Judge Berry, who is presiding in the ab- 
sence of Judge Harry M. Reid, of the city 
court. A large number af cases were set 
for next week and the court calendar was 
made out. Judge Berry will preside in the 
city court next week and will hold court 
for the week. 

Edwin Wheeler, the barber at No. 10 
Alabama street, filed a bill of sale yester- 
day morning to E. W. 8S. Howard, to se- 
cure an indebtedness of $200. The entire 
lot of chairs and fixtures was included in 
the bill.

WANT MR. COMER’S CONSENT. 


PERMISSION WILL BE ASKED TO 
BUILD OVER THE TRACKS. 


If Mr. Comer Is Agreeable, Work on 
the Bridge May Commence 
This Year. 


The Alabama street bridge matter is 
being agitated again and the matter will 
prohably not be dropped this time before a 
conclusion is reached. 

The bridge committee of the council, at 
the last meeting, took the matter up and 
decided to make another effort to get Mr. 
Comer’s consent to build over the Central’s 
tracks. Mr. Comer has been opposed all 
along to the plan of building the bridge 
and has refused to allow it put over the 
Central’s right of way. 

It seems that the plan of putting the 
bridge across the track would make a 
very peculiar grade for the track to come 
to in case the railroads had to build more 
tracks or were to build the proposed de- 
pot. 

The last conference the bridge commit- 
tee had with Mr. Comer did nvt result in 
an agreement and the matter rested there. 

It now comes up again in the fprm of a 
request from the bridge committee to Mr. 
Comer for another conference. City At- 
torney Anderson has written to Mr. Comer 
asking that he name a time and place— 
either in Savannah or Atlanta—that a con- 
ference may be held. Mr. Comer’sS answer 
is looked for within the next three or four 
days, when the place of meeting will be 
arranged. Nothing can be decided by the 
bridge committee until the conclusion of 
this conference and on the decision reach- 
ed rests the question of whether or not 
the Alabama street bridge will be built. 

In case an agreement is reached whereby 
the bridge may go over the tracks it is 
probable that no time will pe wasted, and 
before the close of the year the works will 
be under way. 

The council will be asked to make the ap- 
propriation in june and if it should comply 
with the request it will only be a matter 
of pushing the work forward from that 
time on.

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The Georgia Road Adjusts Its Rates 
from the West. 


GOOD THING FOR ATLANTA 


Fortunately the Supreme Court’s De- 
cision Did Not Apply to Any 
Road Except the Georgia. 


It is understood that the Georgia rail- 
road is amending its tariff sheet in accor- 
dance with the decision of the United 
States supreme court in the Social Circle 
case. The rate to Augusta is raised, and 
thus the decision is applied. The result is 
that the Georgia road will be cut out of 
Augusta business on. certain goods from 
certain points. 

The other roads‘in the south seem dispos- 
ed to go on as they have been going in the 
past. That decision was confined to the 
Georgia road. The court did not lay down 
a broad and general principle governing 
all similar cases, but only decided certain 
points which pertained solely to the Geor- 
Sia road. This is a good thing for the 
Atlanta merchants. The roads want to 
know just what they can do and what 
they must not do. So long as there is no 
broad rule covering the situation the roads 
centering here will probably not change 
their old system, and will continue to 
charge more fcr a short haul than for a 
long haul in certain cases. Still it is said 
that the roads will make a case or two 
and have it carried up just to see what 
their privileges are. They object to con- 
tinuing to render themselves liable to prose- 
cution and punishnrent, if they are sulsank

Reduction of Fares on French Lines. 

The effect of the reduction of fares on 
French railroads in 1892 has been studied 
by W. Heussler, an officer of the Swiss 
Central railroad. The reduction was made 
by the railroad companies on condition of 
a reduction of a heavy government tax on 
tickets, which made part of the price paid 
by the passenger for his journey. Mr. 
Heussler compares the results for the year 
1893 with those for 1891, the change having 
taken place in the course of 1892. The pub- 
lic has certainly profited by the change, 
for, while the distance traveled increased 
from 4,766,000 of passenger miles in 1891 to 
5,737,000,000 in 1893, the amount paid for fares 
and tax together fell from about $81,500,000 
to $78,500,000; that is, the pubiic got 20% per 
cent more traveling for 3% per cent less 
money. a 

The railroad companies, which for the 
first year or more were inclined to grum- 
ble at the change, latterly have appeared 
better satisfied, or less dissatisfied. Their 
receipts from the passenger traffic (ex tax, 

they simply collect and turn over 
the government) increased from 
$66,300,000 in 1891 “to $70,000,000 in 1893, or 

5.6 per cent. For a long series of years, 
excluding those when some special cvenr, 
like a world’s fair, has stimulated trafic. 
Trench passenger earnings have increased 
from 2% to 3 per cent yearly. Therefore. 
it seems that 
had little or no effect on the gross eairn- 
ings of the French railreads, taking thom 
altogether. That the increase of one-fif—i 
of the travel has been carried without 
sc me increase in expenses is very improb- 
able, but it certainly has not been in pro- 
portion to the ircrease in travel.

The Corn Crep Is Thriving and Cotton 
Is Putting Forth Promis- 


ingly. 


Good rains in nearly every section of 


the state have fallen with refreshing effect 
upon the young crops. Local Forecast 
Officer Hunt reports fine crop conditions 
for the week ending Monday. 

Corn, which has been peeping out of the 
ground for a forinight or so, is thriving 
under favorable conditions of weather and 
cotton, which is fust coming out, has noth- 
ing disadvantages to contend with. 

It promises to be an exceptionally fine 
vear and unless some unforeseen disaster 
should arrise there will be’ an abundance 
of every kind of fruit, peaches included. 

The weather crop bulletin issued yester- 
day Says: 

“The warm, showery conditions of the 
past seven days have greatly improved all 
crops, though the rains were again scat- 
tering, and some localities received none 
or very little, and in such sections crops 
are suffering seriously. Corn has general- 
lv received its first cultivation, and is 
growing nicely. The bulk of the cotton 
crop is in the ground, most of it up to 
good stands, and the first sown is being 
‘sided’ and chopped in all portions of the 
state. Fruits, as a rule, are very promis- 
ing, though a few of our reporters mention 
the fact that peach and pear trees are 
shedding badly,’ due, no doubt, to the 
April drought. Wheat and oats are doing 
fairly well: sugarcane is very fine and 
gardens show improvement since the show- 
ers set in. 

North Section. 

“In the northern counties the weather 
of the nast week has, a8 a rule, been very 
favorable both for farm work and the im- 
provement of crops. The rainfall was rath- 
er unevenly distributed and while some 
localities received an ample supply, others 
were not so favored and need more. Cot- 
ton is coming up rapidly, with fair stands, 
and the early planting is being chopped 
out. Corn is being repianted where ft 6s 
necessary and in other fields it is being 
worked over. Wheat and oats have revived 
somewhat under the influence of showery 
weather and give promise of being a fair 
crop. Rye, as well as wheat, is heading 
out. Farmers are busy setting out potato 
slips when the weather is favorable. Vege- 
tables are plentiful and improving rapidly, 
but are a little Jate on account of the dry 
weather of April. Fruit is. generally re- 
norted to be in fine condition and with 
faiorable weather will be a good crop. 


Central Section. 


‘The reports received from the central 
counties are of 2 most cheerful nature. Al- 
most every section has been visited during 
the week by good and beneficial showers, 
which have been very favorable to the 
germination of seed and growth of pfants. 
As a result of the rains. farm work was 
delared. but itis expected now that every- 
thing will go along with a rush. The plant- 
ing of cotton seed will soon be over. Cot- 
ton is now coming up nicely, and in some 
few places it is being chopped out. Grass 
is also beginning to grow, and it will be 


much improved, and potato slips are being 
set out. Watermelons seem to be in,a 
flourishing condition. Mr. Lane, the corre- 
spondent from Emmalane, Emanuel coun- 
ty, reports that some of his vines are two 
feet in length. Fruit prospects con- 
tinue fine. Quite a number report that 
peaches are aropping from the trees, but 
they agree that there will be plenty left 
and the fruit larger. 
Southern Section. 

“Correspondents in the south section 
state that the past week has been a good 
one for crops. With occasional showers 
scattered over the section, there has been 
a very decided improvement in the growth 
and appearance of all kinds of vegetation. 
Cotton chopping is in progress and occu- 
pies most of the time and attention of the 
planter. Oats, although much improved, 
have not entirely recovered from the ef- 
fects of the excessively dry weather of 
April and are not giving promise of a 
large yield. Tobacco plants are looking 
healthy. Ccrn is in nice condition and has 
been workec over. Fruits give excellent 
promise and no doubt there will be ™ 
bountiful supply for both home consump- 
tion and the markets. Peanuts coming up 
nicely and gardens in fine condition. Sugar

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These are the busy days in Tax (Col- 
tor Stewart's office. Coat off and sleeves 
soiled up, that hearty official is busy nrak- 
up the registration list which will guide 
he election Managers at the polls on June 
h. and squaring accounts with the voters. 
The collector is not alone in this labor. 
His deputies and assistants are also drilled 
into it at times and to the tune of one 
pundred or one hundred and fifty a day 
the voters are coming up and registering, 
and preparing to vote in the primary fixed 
for June 6th. 

The registration list in the collector's 
efice yesterday showed that 6,500 white 
voters had regulariy qualified for the June 
primary and were entitled to vote on that 
day. Twenty-five days, counting Sundays, 
yet remain before the books will be finally 
closed for this election and it is estimated 
that more than one thousand voters will 
bave registered by the time the period for 
registration expires. 

The registration books will close on the 
frst day of June. The collector and his 
assistants will be busy from that time 
on to the 6th preparing registration lists 
for the wards and districts. The managers 
at-each polling place in the city and coun- 
ty have to be furnished with complete 
registration lisis and these will have to be 
prepared by Tax Collector Stewart after 
he closes the books. 

In the meantime those voters who want 
to have a voice in the election on the bth 
are conting forward and paying up, as well 
as signing the required oath before the 
collector. The interest in the election on 
the 6th is daily growing, as is evidenced 
Sy the increasing numbers shown each day 
collector’s desk. 

Voters’ Many Privileges. 

The registraticn now going on at the 
collector's office is an ali important one. 
The voter who neglects to have his back 
taxes canceled and his name placed on 
the registration sheet will miss a precious 
opportunity to help in naming some im- 
portant officers. The voters who register 
before June Ist will be entitled to vote on 
that day for three members of the legis- 
lature, all county officers, including sheriff, 
county clerk, ordinary, tax collector, tax 
receiver, county surveyor, county treasur- 
er, coroner and delegates to the state con- 
vention to name a state ticket for governor 
and other officers. Not only this, but the 
voter will have also the privilege of par- 
ticipating in the instruction of the legis- 
latorg from this county as to how they 
shall vote for senator, by expressing in 
their ballot a choice for either Mr. Crisp 
or Mr. duBignon,. It will be the first time 
in a considerable period of years that this 
latter privilege has been accorded to the 
voters of the country, and it is the first 
time in many years that at one election 
the voter will have been able to accomplish 
the selection of such a large number of of- 
ficials. 

The present registration covers all the 
elections of the present year. It qualifies 
the voter to cast his ballot in the June 
primary, in the presidential and state elec- 
tions and in the coming election for mayor. 
alderman and councilmen. The registration 
law has been so greatly modified that one 
registration answers for all these elections 
and the expressions of delight that come 
from the voters on account of this econo- 
mical provision are many. 

It has not happened in a great many 
years that one single registration prepared 
the voter for so many eiections, and the 
voters, realizing this and being anxious 
to lose participation in none of the elec- 
tions, are coming forward and getting 
ready to vote. : 

How To Register. 

There is much misunderstanding con- 
cerning the registration law, and many 
have not registered because they did not 
know exactly what was required of them. 

“It is very simple,’’ said Collector Stew- 
art yesterday. ‘To register, a man must 
have paid his taxes for 1895; that is, the 
taxes due in October, 18%. The 196 taxes 
will not fall due until October next. Not 
only must a man have paid his taxes for 
"865, but all back taxes that have been 
: jired of him. You have no idea how 
many people are coming in and paying up 
taxes for two and three years back. 

“A great many are under the impression 
that they are registered when they are 
not. They think that simply because they 
have paid the taxes necessary. their 
names are on the registration list. They 
send their tax money to the office by 
check, or by some employe or friend, and 
get the receipt for their taxes all right, 
but to register, it is necessary thai they 
sign the registration oath in the presence 
of myself or one of my deputies.”’ 

The Oath of the Voter. 

The registration oath which is necessary 
to sign is as follows:

~ Coming in To Register. 

During yesterday there was a pretty 
constant stream of callers at the little 
wicket window in “Collector Stewart's 
office. Some were voters from the coun- 
try, and others were city voters. They 
all wanted to find out how much taxes 
they owed, if any, and wanted to get ready 
to vote in the June election. 

Every man had to tell hig age, and 
many raised objection to this simple re- 
quirement. For different reasons they ob- 
jected to announcing how old they were. 

“I don’t see what that’'# cot to do with 
My voting, if I'm twenty-one, and anybody 
can see I’m past fifty,” said an Adams- 
ville voter. And so the objections ran. 

“You would not think a man would ob- 
ject to that,” said Collector Stewart, “but

The Heelers Busy. 

The heeler is much in evidence: around 
the collectors office. The'r faces are aa 
familiar as the courthouse clock to all 
the attaches of the place. Their business 
is to hunt up delinquent tax payers and 
carry them down to the registration office. 
The heelers are pretty well supplied with 
money, and they use it in paying up back 
taxes. These are prosperous days for 
this unique political character, and the 
registration office is his Mecca. 


Registration Should Be Larger. 

The registration is not half so large as 
it might be. Fully 15,000 white voters 
could qualify if they would only comoly 
with the requirements, but for some reason 
they do not do it. The registration is 
about as large as it has been in past 
years, however. 

Will Manage the Primary. 

Captain E. P. Howell, chairman of the 
county executive committee, has appoint- 
ed the committee to manage the primary 
election. 

Under resolution of the committee intro- 
duced by Captain W, H. Brotherton. the 
chairman was instructed to appoint a 
committee of five to whem all the details 
of the management of the primary should 
be referred. This committee is to locate 
poliing places, appoint managers and 
clerks and to assume zeneral charge of 
the management of the primary for the 
committee. As Cantair Brotherton intro- 
duced the resolution, he was, of course, 
appointed chairman, and the other four 
members are W. J. Campbel!, Charles J. 
Keith, Robert Dodge and Adam Poole. 


THE TROCADERO IN RUINS. 


Contractors Are Preparing for the 
Erection of the New City Hall. 
The Trocadero, the famous variety play- 
house, where Papinta danced and the burnt 
cork comedians made merry, is fast disap- 
pearing, and in a few days the last vestige 
of the building will have been totally de- 

stroyed. ‘ 
A large force of men have been at work 
for several days tearing away the roof and 


walls gf the building and they will vom- 
plete their work of devastation probably by 
the end of the present week.

Southern Railway Surgeons Finish Their 
Work and Adjourn. 


WILL MEET AT LOOKOUT INN 


The Meeting Was Highly Gratifying 
in Its Results—The Physicians 
Pleased. 
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The Association of Surgeons of the South- 
ern Railway Company and Alabama Great 
Southern is the name that the surgeons of 
those railroads have given their new organi- 
zation. 

Organized, as they now are, into an asso- 
ciation for the advancement and promotion 
of railway surgery they are better able to 
assist each othgr in the practical conduct 
of their work and advance their science. 
Guided, as the association is, by Presideht 
C. M. Drake, chief surgeon of the system, 
it's success is assured. 

Dr. Drake has cherished this plan cf or- 
ganization for some time past, and now 
that it is consummated the great good that 
will be derived from its success is apparent 
to all. Out of one hundred and twenty sur- 
geons in the employ of the system fifty 
were present at the organization. This re- 
markable per cent is the best evidence of 
the manner in which the surgeons entered 
into the organization of the associacion. 

The meeting yesterday morning Was a 
short one, but the business of the as.cocia- 
tion was completed and with the brightest 
prospects it started on its first year. The 
first business attended to was che report 
of the committee selected to draft a consti- 
tution and bylaws. The report of this 
committee was accepted and then the name 
Was chosen. 

The next place of meeting was discussed 
for some time, but finally Lookout moun- 
tain was decided on. The exact date of 
meeting will be decided by a committee, but 
it will be some time next summer, probably 
the latter part of June. 

One of the most important matters attend- 
ed to was that of having the addresses ard 
papers of the present meeting published. It 
Was at first proposed to publish them in 
book form, but it was finally decided to 
publish such of the papers as should be rec- 
ommended by a committee on publication 
in The International Journal of Surgery, 
which was selected as the official paper of 
the organization. This publication was se- 
lected as the official organ under an egree- 
ment to publish the papers selected by a 
committee and furnish a certain number of 
papers to the author of each paper publish- 
ed. All of the best papers and discussions 
will be published and this is the only way 
members may obtain them, 

The discusstons at this session were very 
interesting and unusually harmonious. Only 
one paper was read yesterday, and that was 
a "Demonstriution of a New Splint for the 
Treatment-of Fracture of the Interior Max- 
illary.’’ No discussion followed this paper, 
but Dr. Dreke made a few interesting re- 
marks about it. Just before adjournment 
Dr. Drake read a teiegram from Vice Pres- 
ident W: H. Baldwin, of the Southern, ex- 
pressing his regrets at being unable to at- 
tend the meeting. After appointing Jr. 

Drake a committee of one to reply the 


meeting adjourned. 

Neariy all of the surgeons will remain in 
the city to attend the other medical nieet- 
ings and enjoy the different features ol 
entertainment.

1 then left Tentes- 
see und moved to Georgia, and in the 
spring of Is8ob 4 joined the Cherokee pres- 
bytery, and in tHe same year Ll Was i1n- 
stalled pastor of the Summerville, Alpine 
and Walnut Grove churcies and remained 
in that connection ‘until November, 1s72.
